Ofiicial. 


Philip Wagner, a Convict Rewar-. 
ded by a Fat Office —Worked 
Well in Elections. —Friend of 
Hon. Mr. Oliver,: Min. Interior. 
—Defied Parliament and Got 
More Salary Still.—Refused to be 
Dismissed, and the Liberals Dare 
pet ey out Order to Remove 


A sample of the class of men 
appointed by the Laurier Govern- 
ment to fill public offices may be 
found in case of Philip Wagner, 
of Edmonton, Alberta. Mr. Wag- 
ner knows enough of the lan- 
guages of Central Europe to act 
as interpreter for the Galicians 
and others. He is also consider- 
able of an election crook. He 
ably helped to bring in tht 
Laurier government in 1896, anc 
was drawing money from th 
Dominion treasury in 1898, as 
interpreter and also on contracts 
secured for him by Mr. Oliver, 
who was then a plain M.P. 

In October 1899 Mr. Wagner 
was charged with misappropri- 
ating money entrusted to him by 
a Galician named Warenka to 
pay freight charges to the C.P.n. 
He could not be induced to give 
up the money, and a complaint 
was sent to Ottawa, where the 
money was refunded, but could 
never be secured back from 
Wagner, although he has since 
been almost always in the pay of 
the government. 

Two other charges of embezzle- 
ment were laid against Wagner 
by men Lacuste and’ Chlutsawek 
and he was tried,but not convict- 
ed, although the amount in all 
was nearly $900. In the very face 
of this Mr. Oliver, still plain M.P., 
urged that Wagner’e salary as 
interpreter be raised. 

Immediately after this raise 

agner was again arrested on 
two more charges cf fraud laid by 
a Galician named ‘Aronetz, and 
sentenced to two months at hard 
labor on one charge and three on 
the other. 

The Department of the Interior 
had previously suspended Wag- 
ner, but on Mr, Oliver’s influence 
as grit member for the constit- 
uency, paid his salary until the 
time of his conviction. But to 
make sure of his dismissal this 
time a special letter was written 
to J. Obed Smith, the com- 
missioner. Even after this Wag- 
ner claimed~ he had not been 
notified, and he was still further 
paid his salary. He got out of 
prison about the end of 1901, and 
renewed his activities as a polit- 
ical heeler for the Liberals. 

In April 1905, Mr. Oliver be- 
came Minister of the Interior,and 
one of his first acts was to re- 
appoint Philip Wagner as inter- 
preter, in spite of all the Gal- 
icians and their missionaries,and 
at an increased salary from $25 
to $75 per month. He also ap- 
pointed Wagner assistant immi- 
gration agent at Edmonton at $25 
a month, making this ex-convict’s 
salary $1200 at the same job 
where he had perpetrated his 
frauds. 

Mr. Lake, M. P.. protested in 
parliament. He moved that men 
like Wagner who were office- 
holders should not be permitted 
to act as election crooks at the 
same time. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier put on a 
sanctimonious face and accepted 
the motion, declaring the reso- 
lution did not.go far enough. He 
thought Provincialofficials should 
also be restrained from meddling 
in elections. 

Of course Wagner paid no 
attention to this. He was pro- 
vided with plenty of money and 
carried on the electien work as 
usual. In November of the same 
year there was a local election to 
select members for the new Pro- 
vincial legislatures, and Wagner 
was more active than ever. 
Affidavits were read in  par- 
liament showing this. Jacob 
a boarding house 
keeper, swore that Wagner hired 
him to work for the Liberal can- 
didate in Edmonton and paid him 
for his time. He also received 
payment for two barrels of beer 
which he. bought to prime the 
Galicians for voting day. 

Two other Galicians named 
Ferbyj and Chadaluk also sent 
affidavits te Ottawa showing that 
Wagener had paid them for work- 
ing for the Grit candidates, also 
for barrels cf beer. In no case 
was less than two barrels bought 
at once. 

The affidavits were forwarded 
to Hon. Mr. Oliver, Minister of 
the Interior, but he took no 
action. Then Mr, Foster, M. P. 
brought the matter up in the 
House of Commons. He enquired 
in a formal way if the govern- 
ment was aware that Philip 
Wagner, an ex-convict, was be- 
ing still employed in the same 
capacity where he had perpet- 
rated his crimes. What was Mr. 
Oliver's answer? It was that 
there was no conviction regis- 
tered in his department. Of 
course there never was any con- 
viction of any kind registered in 
the Dept. of the Interior, but the 
convictions were registered in the 
Dept. ‘of Justice. Mr. Oliver’s 
answer was a mean subterfuge. 
It was a deliberate attempt to 
deceive the House of Commons. 


This equivocation on the part 


/ \ 


for about a month, but word came 
to Ottawa. from the west to look 
further into the matter, so Mr. 
Fowler M. P. took itup. Messrs 
Lake and Foster M. P’s had failed 
to nail the thing down to the 
Dominion Treasury being robbed 
to support their ex-convict Wag- 
ner in a fat office as areward for 
election crookedness, so Mr. 
Fowler M. P. moved in the House 
of Coramons as follows: _ 

“That in the opinion of this 
Uouse the said Philip Wag- 
ner should be forthwith dis- 
missed. . 

- What stand did the Liberal 
Government ad their supporters 
take on this motion? Every fact 
detailed above was brought out 
in the discussion, but Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and every member of his 
cabinet in the House, and every 
supporter of his government in 
aight stood up and recorded their 
votes to retain Philip Wagner in 
‘he public service and still pay 
1im from the people’s money to 
fill an office which he had dis- 
graced and to continue his frauds 
on the Galicians and his crimes} 
against the election law, although 
his case had called for a motion 
in parliament forbidding officials 
to meddle in electicns, 

Some people forgive govern- 
ments when crookedness is done 
in their behalf by supporters. It 
is allowed that at election time 
men will go beyond the limits on 
their own hook. In Wagner’s 
case Hon. Mr. Oliver appears to 
have known all his misconduct 
for at least 13 years past, and to 
have been his backer all the 
while. No matter what Wagner 
did Oliver stood over him and 
got his pay increased. When he 
was dismissed Oliver kept his pay 
going, and when Oliver got in he 
trippled his salary.

“In order to encourage the 
early movement of low grade and 
light weight grains, the following 
regulation will apply until De- 
cember ist, 1907. 

When cars loaded with grain to 
their full visible capacity show an 
out turn less than tariff mini- 
mums, actual weight only will be 
charged for subject toa minimum 
of 40,000 Ibs. for Oats, and 50,- 
000 lbs. for wheat, barley, Flax- 
seed, rye and speltz. 

5. ‘*This resolution to be com- 
municated to all the western 
Boards of Trade, and their co- 
operation requested in making 
these facts and recommendations 
widely known.”’

Red Deer,, Nov.,1.—Red Deer is the 
largest town inthe province of Alberta 
and. the'most iniportant ‘point -in the 
long stretch of territor y from Edmon- 
ton to Calgary, It :lies.exactly mid- 
way between the no.thern and. south- 
ern. metropolis, The town: is ‘most 
beautifully situated onthe south bank

EFFICIENT FIRE PROTECTION. 

A. complete equipment, with an 
engine, reels and hose, has been se- 
cured for efficient.fire protection. A 
new fire hall was erected’ last year, 
The volunteer fire brigadeunder Chief 
Horace Meeres, is among the best in 
the province,as shown in the hose 
reel contest held in Calgary last 21th 
of May. The “efficiency of the fire 
protection is evidenced by the favor- 
able rate that has been granted by the 
insurance underwriters. 

The possiblities of the Red Deer 
river as a source of power have never 
been exploited. The river has astrong 
rapid: current, the power of which, 
with no great enginecring difficulty 
could be harnessed and utilized. No 
town in the province has better physi- 
cal advantages in this respect. 

- MEMORIAL HOSPITAL, 

The public gratitude and patronisin 
of the citizens has resulted in the es- 
tablishment of the Red Deer 
Memorial Hospital. This splendid 
institution was founded to commemo- 
rate the services and heroic deaths’ of 
three young men of Red Deer, who 
went to South Africa with the Strath- 
cona Horse, Charles Cruickshanks, 
Angus Jenkins, and Archie McNichol. 
The Hospital is loyally supported by 
the citizens and is under the able 
management of Miss Kingston. This 
year -$3000 has been spent upon in- 
creased facilities and appliances for 
hospital accommodation. 

Red Deer is the centre of one of the 
large judicial districts recently organ- 
ized by the provincial government and 
will soon have a fine new Court house 
erected. The site ata cost of $5,000 
has already been secured. It is also 
the é¢entre for the Dominion Lands 
office and the registry office. 

GROWTH OF TOWN. 

The town was incorporated on June 
20th 1901, with a population of 600. 
Since that time it has steadily grown 
in populaiion, and in the value of as- 
sessable property, as_ the following 
figures indicate: -

The bonded indebtedness of the town 
is only $90,000: $35,000 of this was 
incured this year for the extension of 
the water and sewerage systems. 

The town has a tributary territory 
of 2,000 square miles. The country 
is well settled. Grain raising, cattle 
raising, dairying and the breeding of 
pure breds in a line of live stock forms 
the mixed occupation of farmers in the 
district. Nowhere in the province 
except around Lacombe, are there so 
many herds of pure bred cattle and 
swine. Every one of thé heavy beef 
breeds are represented, as well as the 
principal dairy breeds. 

Red Deer has won-a high place 
recently ‘in ‘the production ‘of high

The natural grasses in this distr ict 
must be seen to be appreciated. On 
the upland they grow to the height of 
from 12 to 2f inches and on the low- 
land, or about the sloughs, ‘they: often 
attain to the height of from fow to 
seven feet. When cured they mike 
wonderfully nutritious hay and ainan 
with much experience as a farmer jn 
Iowa recently expressed himself a3 
being “unable to understand how my 
brother's cattle up here, fed on wild 
hayfand water only, and not specially 
protected with shelter, are in better 
condition in the spring than mine are 
at home in Iowa, fed on Timothy and 
clover hay, with corn and - well 
housed.” Wild pea vine and vetch are 
generally found and in many places 
are of remarkable growth. 

The district is rich in timber and 
coal afid well supplied with fuel and 
water. There also in the west nu.ner- - 
ous pure streams tributary to the Red 
Deer, such as the Raven, the Clear- 
water and the Medicine. Many 
smaller creeks also exist. Several 
beautiful lakes, also, are distributed 
east and west among the largest of 
which may be mentioned Sylvan Lake 
Burnt Lake and Pine Lake. These 
Lakes are well stocked with fish. 

In the west of the district a coal area 
with workable seams aggregating 
5 feet in thickness of a high class eval 
has recently been discovered and re- 
ported upon by one of the Dominioa 
Government geological surveyors. 

Another inexhaustible coal arer 
exists twenty miles east of this tow. 
where excellent coal is mined in open 
cuts, being used by the settlers, who 
obtain it at the mine for $1.50 per ton 
and who also haul it into town during 
winter forsale. Further eastnumerous 
outcrops of coal occur, ip .fact, this 
district is balieved to be oe@ vast coal 
field. 

Sxcellent building stone is found 
outcropping along the banks of the 
river. The superficial layers are softer 
than the underlying strata. It is a 
sandstone of fine quality easily 
worked, and hardens with age and 
exposure. This stone ‘is being used 
extensively for the foundations and 
facings of several new buildings in the 
town. It was used in the Imperi.l 
Bank building, public school, and Ald.- 
Tallian’s new house. 

A charter wasgranted to the Alber ta 
Central Railway, the rout of which lies 
east of the town, to. tap the coal fiells 
and westward to develop ‘the timber 
wealth of the district.

ART. OF SWEEPING. 


There Is a Wrong, Way and There's a 
Right Way to Do This Work. 

Every one does uot know how to 
sweep a room. Jt requires skiJl, com- 
bined with patience, to clean a room 
properly. ‘The chief mistake made by 
t novice is to think she can hurry 
through It and to think fhe room will 
be clean if she takes long, heavy 
ttrokes with her broom. Short, ight 
ttrokes which are firm will do the 
Work as it should be done. It is al- 


ways best to sweep a‘ heavy brussels. 


tarpet or one of similar. make once 
with the grain, then once across it, 
going over each three or four yards in’ 
(his way until the entire carpet ‘s. 
twept. When a carpet is old and 
tvenly worn this is hardly necessary, 
but if it is new or has any perceptible 
tidges this method should surely be 
followed. After going over a room 
thoroughly allow the dust to settle, and; 
In ten or fifteen minutes give it a 
final brushing, sweeping it lightly, and, 
nothing ‘is more satisfactory’ than a 
Bweeper or dampened broom. : 

Tea leaves scattered over the carpet 
are good. They. should be squeezed 
‘as dry as possible and sprinkled over 
the carpet before the final sweep. 

Another good plan is to sprinkle the 
floor before starting to sweep with 
dry table salt. The salt seems to 
brighten the colors of a faded carpet 
as well as to ald in removing dust. 
When the second sweeping 1s over use 
u whisk broom in the corners and 
uround the edges. After the walls are 
dusted and the carpet clean it Is well 
to wipe off the surface of the carpet 
with a cloth dipped in salt and water 
which has been wrung out as dry ss 
possible. This will remove every trace 
of dust. The cloth used for the pur- 
pose must be frequently rinsed in 
fresh.water and then dipped into the 
salted water again and wrung out as 
before. Then, some folks like to go 
over the carpet with. ammonia water, 
Unt I prefer the salt, as salt keeps out 
moths, ‘ 

It is needless to say that in sweep- 
{ng as thorgughly as this every article 
which Is movable should be removed 
first or dusted and carefully covered 
with old sheets. When buying heavy 
pieces of furniture be careful to select 
those that have good, eusily moved 
casters, so the articles ‘may be pushed: 
about and the dust be kept from be- 
bind and from underneath them. 

It is a great mistake to neglect sweep- 
ing as thoroughly as this every two 
weeks. If you do, the dust becomes 
ground into a carpet and helps it to 
wear out. Besides, dust discolors it 
more than or quite as much as wear. 
Fortunately many houses of today are 
built with bardwood floors, so the bur- 
den of sweeping Is greatly lessened, as 
rugs are lifted, shaken or beaten out 
of doors. _Hardwood floors, if swept 
with a hair brush instead of a broow, 
then rubbed with a little oil or simply 
polishdd with a waxing brush, can be 
kept in good condition with compara- 
tively little labor.

RAN ‘THE GAUNTLET. 


Irish, Convict Risks Life Imprison- 
ment For. a Holidsy. 


Into the lion’s'den; and out again, 
with the prospect of being recogniz 
and given up to complete a life sen- 
tence, James Lynchehaun, the notor- 
ious prison-breaker, actually returned 
for a holiday to his own home Jn 
Achill, Ireland. His only protection 
was the fidelity of his former friends 
and the assumption of the name of 
“Cooney.” The audacity of the ad- 
venture was enough to take. one’s 
breath away, and ‘was quite in keep- 
ing with the man’s amazing «career. 
He was born in Achill] about 1859, and 
after holding an appointment as ‘a 
school teacher in Galway, he served 
in the Manchester and Liverpool po- 
lice forces. One of Lynchehaun’s first 
orders when he joined the Manchester 
police was to hunt for himself, as he 
wus wanted in connection .with a 
charge which caused his ‘flight from 
Ireland. After being a leader of ir- 
reconcilables and of Mayo eviction 
fighters, he appeared as steward to 
Mrs, Agnes McDonnell, of Achill. It 
was alleged that eas an act of ven- 
geance for his dismissal he set fire 
to her stables, and when she rushed 
out, attacked her savagely, bit her, 
tore out an eye, and flung her into 
the burning building. She recovered 
to give evidence against him. He 
escaped from the car and two _police- 
men on the way to Westport Gaol by 
jumping, handcuffed, when one of the 
men leant over to. ask the other for 
a light. His later arrest .was said 
to be due only to his wish that a 
hard-up friend might get the reward 
of £100 offered. After trial he was 
sentenced in 1895 to penal servitude 
for life. In 1902, owing to the unfin- 
ished state of Maryborough Prison, 
he succeeded in gatting free.: The exit 
to the roof was insecure, and Lynche- 
His cell door had 
a white indicator to show when it 
was bolted. He plugged the socket 
of the lock-bolt, so that it did not 
shut, but counterfeited the white in- 
dicator by a picce of 9 leaf from a 
book. He made up his bed to look 
as if he were asicep, crept out to the 
roof, slid down a pipe, and climbed 
the wall by help of planks used by 
the builders. During the futile search 
for him for many months afterwards 
several unfortunate people, including 
a clergyman at the Qval, were ar- 
rested or detained by police: owing to 
their resemblance to the prisoner. By 
following the. tracks. of his wife and 
child, detectives traced Lynchehaun 
to Pittsburg, Cleveland, (where he es: 
caped. though his house was closely 
watched), and: Chicago (where ‘he ‘was 
recognized..one day.by »Mr. - Davitt). 
He was finally found ill in bed in a 
house in-Indianapolis, in. 1903. Bri- 
tain’s demand for extradition led to 
proceedings through various courts. 
and strenuous but fruitless efforts 
were made to obtain it. The Supreme 
Court ;at Washington, in 1904, how- 
ever, decided that his crime was in 
the nature of a political one, an act 
incidental to the attempt to over- 
throw landlordism, Accordingly he 
could not be surrendered, and was giv- 
en his freedom. The “Mayo News 
states that Lynchehaun, during his 
holiday visit, was recognized only by 
few outside his immediate family cir- 
cle: He visited Westport also, and 
spent a considerable time with for- 
mer acquaintances. A postcard was 
recently received from him—he was 
then in Denmark—stating that he was 
on his way back to America. 


JAIL BIRDS RELEASED. 


Sentences May Now Be Remitted In 
\Britain After Month. 


A new rule for the remission of sen- 
fences on account of good conduct 
has recently gone‘into effect in Brit 
ish prisons, and several... thousand 
prisoners have been released. _ 
-There has been an unusually large 
number of burglaries’-all over Eng- 
land, particularly London, this year, 
so the adoption of the new measure 
of clemency is regarded with mixed 
feelings by honest householders. 
Hitherto only long-term prisoners 
have ‘had the benefit of the good- 
conduct rule, which has not become 
effective until after six months have 
been served’ The new rule allows the 
remission of a sentence after the firat 
month. Critics of the measure say 
thig will result in the release of petty 
criminals and professional jailbirds ol 
the kind who had best be kept in dur- 
ance. They point out that the habit 
ual criminal is almost invariably the 
best prisoner, and that he therefore 
will be the chief beneficiary of the 
new regulation, although he is the 
least subject to reform. 


Killed In the Soudan.
